A 
clean haze of light fog-oan be pene- 
trated to a great extent, but not a 
fog which includes smoke and dirt, 
such as is found over London on 
most days. The colour values are 
very different from those obtained 
on ordinary plates, and jit. is be- 
lieved that this will prove valuable 
in interpreting photographs of 
forests. It is probable that the dif- 
ferent shades of foliage denoting 
various species and types of trees 
will be st:own more distinctly. The 
use of the infra-red process pro- 


mises to have an important bearing 
on the methods of camouftage hith- 
erto adopted, os the ordinary at- 
tone to imitate Nature would un- 
doubtedly bo revealed on the infra- 
red plate..

| EARLY DAYS OF 


Tho Bishop after thanking the 
Club for inviting him to spenk, said, 
in part:—" Possibly there may be 
one or two in thia gathering who 
are not familiar with the organisn- 
tion of n diocese, even though the 
word itself may be well known to 
them. Tho church wherever it goes 
has this uniform organisation: it is 
always, wherever it has developed, 
grouped. in territorial areas noder 
the. leadership of a, Bishop. That 
has happened in the part of the 
world from which. L come but ib 
hins only happened by certain 
gradual processes, which are, his- 
toricnlly; somewhat interesting. 

In the-carly days of the Colony 
all'the church work there was, was 
undor tho jurisdiction ofthe Bishop 
of Calcutta, and, he used, ion oe 
casions, but not frequently, to ar- 
rive with a good deal of pomp and 
ceromony, #5 ono gathers from the 
records, to do such. things.as it, 
wad ossentinl for a Bishop to do, 
That arrangement in itself. had ‘a 
rather romantic history. The first: 
Bishop in India was appointed only 
in tha year 1815 and you have 
now in India a whole network of 
Bishoprics, and not only that, but 
a Charech which in the last few 
years, has attained a position of 
complete self-Government. That, of 
course, ix- not tho position of ‘the 
Dioerse of Singapore, which still re- 
main, nominally, under the juris- 
diction of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. Obviously there were huge 
practical difficulties. about that 
primitive -arrangement and for 6 
considerable period of time, the 
country of Malaya and ‘such chap- 
laincies establiched: there were 
transferred to the Diocese of 
Laboun and Sarawak. That con. 
tinued until 1909 when the Diocese 
wore scparated and tho first Bishop 
of Singapore, my predecessor, 
Bishop Ferguson Davy, was ap- 
pointed to administer this diocese 
by. itself. 

We are atill left then with this 
fraction .of tho’ original Diovese 
with an area of about 350,000 square 
miles. I remember once saying to 


a congregation in England, trying 
to sti eir imagination to cope: 
with these rather startling statistics 
‘that if every parish in England 
was os extenaivo a4 the sizeof our 
parishes in Malays, there will be 
forty clergy in the whole of the 
British Isles.” Not. only is the 
diocese very extensive in‘arca and 
involying a good many forma af 
travel but it is characterised by a 
great variety of Government. It 
covers the wholé of Malaya includ- 
ing the’ Colony, the Federated 
Malay States and the Unfederated
